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THE WEEK’S RACING 


CALIFORNIA 
Entries 2 Days Ahead? _ 


Los ANGELES. Probably the main 
characteristic of racing in the West has 
been a willingness to try new ideas and, 
if they prove worth while. to adopt them. 
The examples are numerous. and _horse- 
men in California now believe they are 
en the verge of another progressive step. 

Directors of the powerful Horsemen’s 
Benevolent and Protective Association are 
ready to place before Hollywood Park 
and Del Mar officials a request to change 
the present system of taking entries for 
aces. Instead of closing entries the day 
before race day. as at present, horsemen 
would like the 2 big summer tracks in 
southern California to experiment with 
taking entries 48 hours in advance. 

George W. Ring. president of the 
California division of the HBPA, Meshach 
Tenney, who has been one of the leaders 
in the campaign for a 48-hour closing 
rule, and Charley Leavitt believe that the 
earlier closing holds many advantages for 
the horsemen, the associations, the public, 
und the racing press. 

Ever since Churchill Downs so success- 
iully introduced the idea for a 48-hour 
closing of entries for the Kentucky Derby. 
the plan has been suggested as a daily 
procedure in California, not for one race, 
but for all races. 

The idea was brought a little closer to 
home this past season when, for the first 
time. entries for the Santa Anita Handi- 
cap were taken 2 days before the race. 
As a result, the Santa Anita Handicap 
received its best publicity in years. 

In discussing the early closing with 
other trainers Tenney found they also 
strongly favored it. Encouraged by this 
response, he conducted what amounted to 
a straw vote among trainers, and found 
that the feeling was unanimous for giving 
the 2-day closing of entries a test at a 
summer track. 

Prominent California horsemen—Reggie 
Cornell, Charley Whittingham, Graceton 
Philpot, Bill Finnegan, and many others—

are strongly in favor of the early-closing 
rule. Horatio Luro hopes the plan spreads 
to the East soon. 

With the trainers on his side. Tenney’s 
next move was to enlist the aid of the 
HBPA. Ring and Leavitt have promised 
to take it up with their membership. and 
if the majority favors a 48-hour closing 
—as Tenney’s poll indicated — they will 
ask Hollywood Park and Del Mar to give 
the plan a trial this summer. 

Tenney’s main argument is that the 48- 
hour closing will be of tremendous value 
to a trainer in getting a horse fit for his 
races. 

“Now a trainer might have 4 or 5 
‘blowouts’ in a horse — expecting to run 
him — and then not get in the race. If 
entries are taken 2 days before. then a 
trainer can work his horses accordingly 
the morning before the race.” 

Tenney points out what happened to 
Ole Viv during the final week of the 
Santa Anita meeting. He gave the filly 
several “blowouts.” expecting to run her. 
but each time she failed to get in. When 
she finally was able to enter a race. she 
had no real work behind her and was 
lucky to win by a nese in 1:12, a slow 
1ace at Santa Anita. 

“She would have run almost a_ full 
second faster if I had been able to work 
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her properly.” Tenney said. “The public 
made her a heavy favorite, but they did 
not know this.” 

During the Santa Anita meeting it was 
a standard joke among horsemen the way 
Whittingham tried to work some horses 
which he hoped to get in races. On the 
way to the track with a set, he would stop 
at the gap at the head of the stretch, get 
off his pony, and make a dash to the 
racing secretary’s office to check whether 
his horses were in the next day’s races. 
If they had made it, Whittingham would 
go ahead and work them. If not, they 
would turn around and head back to the 
barn. 

As far as the associations are con- 
cerned, the entries, being available earlier, 
would receive wider publicity. The racing 
secretary would benefit because, if under 
less pressure to close entries at a speci- 
fied deadline each morning, he might 
keep a short race open an extra half-hour 
or so and improve the field. 

The argument against the 48-hour clos- 
ing, advanced by some racing secretaries, 
is that the extra day provides just that 
much more time in which a horse might 
come down with an injury or colic, and 
so have to scratch out. Tenney’s answer 
is that the gamble is only a little greater 
than it is at present, and that, if an as- 
sociation does lose a horse out of a 7- 
or 6-horse field once or twice during a 
meeting, it is hardly a calamity. 

During the summer months in Cali- 
fornia, there is little worry about a change 
in track conditions, so the operation is 
exactly the same as taking entries on 
Saturday for Monday at associations 
where there is racing 6 days a week. 


The Bests 


The Santa Anita meeting, financially 
the biggest in 5 years, ended with the 
customary poll of Turf writers on the 
“bests” of the season. 

Llangollen Farm’s Corn Husker (*En- 
deavour Il—Miss Nebraska) made a 
sweep of 3 top honors. The 4-year-old 
former hurdler was voted the top handi- 
cap horse of the meeting, the best devel- 
opment and the leading grass course per- 
former. 

Corn Husker also made _ his trainer, 
Whittingham, the outstanding conditioner 
of the season. 


Prince Khaled (*Khaled—Grey Miss). 
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an easy winner of 2 stakes limited to 
California foals, was named the best 3- 
year-old. The popular 7-year-old gray 
mare, *King’s Mistake (His Highness— 
Jumble), was voted best in the filly-and- 
mare division. She was a winner of 4 
races, including the Santa Maria Handi- 
cap. 

Old Pueblo (*Windy City II—Shadows 
Fall) edged out Revada as the leading 
2-year-old on the basis of his easy 8- 
length victory in his only start of the 
season. Duc de Fer (Spy Song—Lady 
Waterloo), winner of the San Carlos and 
Fitzgerald Handicaps and 2 other races. 
was acclaimed the top sprinter. 

Willie Shoemaker. who won his seventh- 
straight Santa Anita 1iding championship 
and equaled his own all-time record of 80 
victories in a season at Arcadia. was the 
cutstanding jockey. The head-and-head 
finish of Sir William. Swirling Abbey. and 
Round Table was judged the best race 
of the season. 

Attendance was up 2.78 per cent over a 
year ago, and wagering showed an_in- 
crease of 1.84 per cent. Total attendance 
was 1.478.602 for a daily average of 
26,884. Total wagering was $110.232.254 
for a daily average of $2.004.223.

KENTUCKY 
Open Meeting 


The possibilities of establishing near 
Lexington a non-profit. co-operative train- 
ing track will be discussed at an open 
meeting at 7:30 p. m.

MARYLAND 


Favors "Merger" 


The Maryland State Racing Commission. 
which on February 21 had decided to 
remain neutral concerning the proposed 
“merger” of Laure! and Pimlico (The 
Blood-Horse of March 2, page 572). has 
taken a stand after all. 

Chairman D. Eldred Rinehart, testifying 
on March 15 before a Senate finance com- 
mittee, said that the commission’s “general 
reaction to the proposal was favorable.” 
He still felt, however, that official action 
on the move should come from the legisla- 
ture, not from the racing commission. 
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Rinehart acknowledged that he had 
discussed the Laurel-Pimlico plan with 
Gov. Theodore McKeldin, but he said that 
the governor had refused to commit him- 
self. 

The move to abandon Pimlico and to 
hold the historic plant’s race meetings at 
the more modern Laurel is being contested 
bitterly by the City of Baltimore and 
officials of Bowie. which contends that a 
consolidation of the 2 large tracks would 
leave Bowie in an untenable position 
regarding legislation and date allocations. 

“T will not run a second-rate track.” said 
Bowie president Donald Lillis at an open 
hearing last month.

Delaware Stakes 


Eleven flat stakes with a total added 
value of $325,000 and four steeplechase 
stakes with an added value of $37.500 are 
being planned for Delaware Park’s 32-day 
meeting. which will open on May 29. 
The flat and steeplechase programs are 
the same as in 1956. 

Heading the program again is the $110.- 
000-added Delaware Handicap for fillies 
and mares, 3-year-olds and upward, to be 
run on the last Saturday of the meeting, 
June 29.

DEATH OF A PROPHETESS 


The most famous horse in Virginia 
died March 19 at the age of 33. This 
was an unpedigreed mare called Lady 
Wonder. owned by Mrs. C. D. Fonda 
at Richmond. Lady Wonder. (see 
Books. page 794), though she never 
learned io talk, was very good at 
spelling (with lettered blocks), and 
she came to be credited with occult 
gifts and extra-sensory perception. A 
precocious student of political trends. 
she was rising 6 years of age when she 
predicted the 1932 nomination and 
election of Franklin D. Roosevelt to 
the presidency. In 1948 she and Harry 
S. Truman were the only ones who 
knew that Truman was going to be 
elected. 

Lady Wonder was very generous in 
imparting information to the thousands 
of visitors who paid $1 each for the 
privilege of consulting her. She would 
tell women where they had lost their 
jewelry and the police where to look for 
stolen goods, and would chat pleasantly 
and perceptively with visitors who had 
no other opportunities for conversation 
with a horse. Though not omniscient. 
she was as capable of answering ques- 
tions as Mrs. Fonda herself.

prevailed by a head in a_ hard-working 
contest with F. C. Rand’s French Foil. a 
ruscular son of Blue Swords. They out- 
distanced a field that included 2 promis- 
ing King Ranch entries, Barzizi and Iron 
Hand, both Belmont Stakes eligibles. 

Double X.. with Louis Olah in the sad- 
die, did not face competition that stiff in 
the featured Governor’s Handicap, but he 
moved to an easy 3-length victory over 
the King Ranch filly Table for Two. 

Both Olive Tree and Double X. were 
timed in 48 seconds. and each jockey 
avoided the whip. 

Stephens thought the Olive Tree— 
French Foil battle might prove particular- 
ly helpful.

Equally impressive was _ Brookfield 
Farm’s Itobe, a 4-year-old Better Self colt. 
Leading from the gate, he romped to an 
8-length decision over Matthew Brynes’ 
Little Enough. Watching the victory was 
owner Harry Z. Isaacs, who appeared to 
be as pleased as trainer E. J. Kelly. 

The opening races on the card were 
quarter-mile sprints out of the chute for 
2-year-olds, and plenty of stage fright 
was exhibited. 

Burlesque, held on an even line by 
jockey Mike Sorrentino while others 
veered in and out, stuck his head in front 
at the wire to win the opening race and 
sive Mrs. Edward Lasker, Hirsch, and 
Sorrentino the first of their 2 victories of 
the day. Brookfield’s Inablaze. leader out 
of the gate, killed his chances by cutting 
sharply to the outside rail. 

Another Revoked 2-year-old won the 
second event, for fillies. After acting very 
hadly at the gate, R. E. Harrison’s All 
That’s Nice sped to a length victory over 
King Ranch’s Renewal, almost causing a 
collision in the process. Mrs. John Marr’s 
Second Verse, by Spy Song, lost her posi- 
tion by cutting to the inside rail as she 
charged out of the gate, but she quickly 
made up ground under the urging of 
jockey Billy Anderson and was threaten- 
ing when All That’s Nice. despite the ef- 
forts of the jockey, sliced sharply in front 
of her. Anderson pulled up slightly to 
avoid an accident. The incident occurred 
at the sixteenth-pole. Apparently All That’s 
Nice, which probably would have won 
anyway, became frightened when she saw 
the people in the stands. Chief steward 
Francis P. Dunne, since the horses were 
running for experience only, allowed the 
finish to stand. 

King Ranch’s Renewal stayed safely to 
the middle of the track for second. Second 
Verse was third. 

Two fillies, Mrs. Woody Stephens’ 
Lucky Mistake and King Ranch’s Dotted 
Line, worked between races. Brookfield’s 
Impromptu and Woodlawn Farm’s Blue 
Sparkler were shown. 

In addition to Dunne, other nationally 
known racing personalities served as of- 
ficials. Gil Haus was racing secretary and 
Bryan Field, general manager of Dela- 
ware Park, handled the public address 
for the sixth straight year — and for the 
first time it didn’t act up on him. Trainer 
Clayton Prickett was one of the timers. 
Joe Kramer was track superintendent. 

The show, run for a local charity, was 
arranged primarily by Mrs. Tad Legere. 
co-owner of the Columbia Training Sta- 
bles. The weather was mild and bright, 
and the track was fast.

FLORIDA 


The New Needles 


Miami. The cold snap had ended, the 
sun shone brightly, and the euphoria 
around Barn M at Hialeah Park was 
almost tangible. In Stall 32 Needles 
munched at the hay rack while groom 
Wingy Knowles applied the heat of a 
Microtherm machine to the colt’s legs. 

For a horse that had been rumored to 
be broken down just 2 months ago, 
Needles looked superb. His coat was 
brilliant, and he appeared as fit as a 
horse could be. 

The previous afternoon at Gulfstream 
Park Needles had made his first start 
since his defeat in the American Derby 
August 18. Beaten a nose by Admiral Vee 
going 614 furlongs, he was tremendously 
impressive considering his long lay-off 
and the time of the race—1:16, one-fifth 
of a second slower than the world record. 

Needles was last in the 8-horse field 
to the far turn, with jockey Dave Erb 
staying on the rail. Erb was forced out- 
side turning for home and hesitated just 
a moment before driving between Chit 
Chat and Lady Elliott. He stormed at 
Admiral Vee, but, after getting to the 
leader 20 yards from the end, was unable 
to pass him, missing by a nose. Needles 
carried 126 pounds to the winner’s 119. 

Erb said the colt had tired a little at 
the finish. And that his hesitation at the 
final turn had no bearing on the outcome. 

Needles came out the race perfectly. 
Trainer Hugh Fontaine. owners Bonnie 
Heath and Jack Dudley were completely 


happy. 
As Knowles worked on Needles the next 


‘morning, the colt rooted around. “C’mon, 


Billy Bumps. take it easy,” Knowles 
pleaded. 

“Billy Bumps? How come you call him 
that?” 

Knowles grinned. “Ever since we 
shipped him to Kentucky last year,” he 
explained. “He’s nuts about carrots so we 
let him eat all he wanted to keep him 
happy on the trip. When he got to Ken- 
tucky he broke out all over with little 
bumps, just like he had the measles. 
Allergic to carrots, it turned out. We 
don’t let him have ‘em any more. But 
I’ve called him ‘Billy Bumps’ ever since.” 


As Good As Ever 


A short time later veteran trainer Fon- 
taine came off the track, wearing a floppy 
straw hat, a red wool shirt, and gray- 
flecked pants. He glanced fondly at 
Needles as he passed, then walked into 
the tack room. 

“IT suppose you're feeling pretty good 
today,”’ we said. 

“Yes, yes,” Fontaine said, “I think he 
ran one of the best races he’s ever run. 
With a little luck he would have tied the 
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yecord, maybe broke it. I don’t think 
he’s ever been better than he is now. 
that is, for going as far as he’s ready 
to go. 

“The most gratifying thing about the 
whole race ... more than him running 
so well . . . was this morning. When we 
took him out of the stall we couldn’t find 
a single thing wrong with him. I think 
his racing future is unlimited.” 

Could it be assumed. then, that Needles 
definitely would start in the $100,000- 
added Gulfstream Park Handicap March 
23? 

Fontaine hesitated before answering. “I 
think he has an excellent chance to be 
ready.” he said slowly. “We'll be very 
disappointed if he isn’t ready. But there 
are things you can’t control. When you 
have a horse with the possibilities this 
one has, you don’t want to take any 
chances running him when he’s not per- 
fectly fit. 

“T'll work him again Saturday — a long. 
slow work. If he’s doing as well as I 
hope he will and his condition is as good 
as it should be. he'll go in the Gulfstream 
Handicap. I'll be able to tell you for 
certain after that work. And remember 
this — if I tell you he’s going to start, 
he'll start — barring he breaks a ieg or 
is half-dead.” 

If Needles isn’t ready for the 114-mile 
handicap, Fontaine said. he will make 
his next start in the 11¢-mile Southern 
Cross Handicap at Gulfstream April 20. 

Looking back for a moment, Fontaine 
discussed Needles’ last race of 1956, the 
American Derby at Washington Park. 

“I made a mistake that day.” he said, 
“running him on a soaked turf course. 
I thought, with the colt being a good mud 
horse. he’d be at an advantage. I was 
dead wrong. He couldn’t run on it at all 
—-slipped and slid, even with caulks. 


Florida’s Last Chance 


“That race seemed to put an unaccus- 
tomed strain on his inside fore leg. He 
was never lame, but it looked like it 
might have been serious, so we stopped 
completely and gave him a 5-month rest. 
If we hadn’t he wouldn’t be a sound 
horse today. 

“He was blistered on the leg. yes. And 
that was all. A lot of people assumed 
that the reason we cffered to syndicate 
the horse was because he wasn’t sound. 
That NEVER was the reason.” 

Fontaine sat back in his chair and 
pulled his hat over his eyes. “Mr. Dudley 
and Mr. Heath have a great interest in 
Florida and the future of Florida-bred 
Thoroughbreds. That’s why they offered 
Needles to Florida breeders, not only for 
the horse to stand as a stallion but to 
share in his earnings for the balance of 
his racing career. 

“The 3 of us are very disappointed 
that the Florida breeders didn’t take 
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The first foal by Helioscope was 
dropped at Reno Renfrew’s Sunnyside 
Farm on February 17. The filly, out 
of Miss Zibby, is a half-sister to Sum- 
mer Tan. The mare goes to Helioscope. 


advantage of the only chance they prob- 
ably ever will have to obtain a Kentucky 
Derby and Belmont winner as a foundation 
stallion for Florida. 

“Now there are no plans for syndica- 
tion or sale. We expect to race him as 
long as conditions are favorable.” 

After Needles’ fine race the previous 
day Erb had said the colt “came out on 
the track acting better than he used to. 
And when we got in the gate he came out 
alertly the first time I can remember.” 

Fontaine agreed that the colt’s disposi- 
tion had improved considerably. 

“He was fine as a 2-year-old, then he 
began all that foolishness January of the 
year he turned 3. That stubborness and 
willfulness were pretty much my fault. 
I woudn’t allow the severe treatment he 
should have had to bring him out of it. 
He was always on top of a big race, and 
1 just wouldn’t take the chance of up- 
setting him. When you gave him an inch, 
he took a mile. And as long as he kept 
winning $100,000 stakes I let him take it. 

“One good whipping last winter was 
all it took. He’s been fine ever since. 
That proved to me that he’s the most 
intelligent horse I’ve ever had anything 
to do with.” 


As we left, Fontaine said, “Call me 
Sunday morning. I can tell you then 
whether we’re going to run Needles in 
the handicap.” 

Saturday morning Needles worked 1144 
miles in 2:1325. creditable time over the 
heavy Hialeah strip. On Sunday, Fontaine 
was unavailable when called by telephone. 

“Hugh’s out on the boat,” Mrs. Fontaine 
said. “He said to tell you he wouldn't 
know anything until Wednesday, anyway.” 

We called on Wednesday, and Fontaine 
said the colt would run on Saturday all 
right, barring the unforseeable. 

So there it stood, Needles was a definite 
starter, Summer Tan was declared, and 
Jimmy Jones was waiting for the weight 
assignments before deciding which Calu- 
met horses he would run. The Gulfstream 
Handicap might yet be a great horse race 
— perhaps not. 


3 Good White Legs 


Stabled 3 stalls from Needles was First 
Cabin, coming back to the races after a 
2-year lay-off. First Cabin, a picture horse 
with 4 white legs, broke down at the 
eighth-pole in the Florida Derby in 1955 
while leading Nashua. Running on 3 legs 
he still finished third, beaten only 214 
lengths. 

Owners M. B. Armer and J. H. Nail 
turned the horse over to Fontaine last 
October, and he has come along well. 
He finished sixth on March 9. his first 
start after the lay-off. and came out of the 
race sound. Armer and Nail, who have 
waited patiently for the horse to come 
around, are hoping for the best. 

“He’s doing well,” Armer said. “We'll 
give him a few more tighteners, at 6, 614 
furlongs, then try to extend him. We've 
got a testing period in front of us. Hugh 
will probably take him back East with 
him after the Gulfstream meeting closes. 


“We forgot to tell the stable to put 
blinkers on him when he ran the other 
day,” Armer said, grinning. “He likes to 
look around. He ran a little green.” 

Thinking back to the Florida Derby. 
Armer said that the horse had stepped 
in a rut at the eighth-pole, where the gate 
was hauled off the track after the start. 
The injury was a broken coffin bone in 
the left fore foot. Later on First Cabin 
bowed a tendon. 

Nail, a big Texan, is not overly opti- 
mistic. “We can’t tell if he'll stand up.” 
he said. “He was a good horse, but you 
never know. It only takes a few seconds 
for a horse to break down.” 

Fontaine believes the horse will stand 
up. “There’s been no indication of any 
trouble so far. “I’ll know more after we 
run him again, later this week.” 

First Cabin ran Saturday with blinkers. 
and finished last in an 8-horse field going 
614 furlongs.

Bardstown, third to Nance’s Lad and 
Piecesofeight for 5 furlongs, moved to second on 
the stretch turn, took the lead from Piecesofeight 
at the eighth-pole, and won easily by 1% lengths.

Death of Hug Again 


Calumet Farm this week announced that 
Hug Again, 26-year-old dam of 3 stakes 
winners. was destroyed on January 23. 

Hug Again. by Stimulus—* Affection, by 
*Isidor, was bred by the late Marshall 
Field, who sold her at Saratoga in 1932 
to the late Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm 
for $2.000. For Wright Hug Again raced 
3 seasons, won 10 of 37 starts, and earned 
$7.850. 

Hug Again, a half-sister to the stakes 
winners Emotion, Flat Iron, Sanford, and 
Escutcheon, produced 9 foals. Three of 
her colts—Sun Again, Fervent, and 
Arrogate—won a total of $691.010. 

Sun Again, 1939, by Sun Teddy, won 
15 races and earned $154,375. His 
victories included the Arlington Futurity. 
Juvenile Stakes, and the Keeneland 
Centennial, Drexel, McLennan, Southern 
Maryland, Riggs. Gittings, Dixie, and 
Equipoise Mile Handicaps. He stands at 
Calumet Farm. 

Fervent, 1944, by *Blenheim II, won 16 
races, and earned $347,135. Among his 
victories were the American Derby. 
Pimlico Special, Walden and Dick Welles 
Stakes and the Skokie, Ben Ali, Washing- 
ton Park, Equipoise Mile, and Dixie 
Handicaps. Fervent stood at Calumet for 
2 seasons before being sold to Marcel 
Boussac. of France. 

Arrogate, 1951. by *Goya II, was Hug 
Again’s last foal, and he still is racing. 
To the end of 1956 he had won 15 races 
and earned $189,500. His stakes victories 
include the Cabrillo and Starlet Stakes 
and the Escondido, Del Mar (twice), Bay 
Meadows, San Francisco Mile, and Sacra- 
mento Governor’s Handicaps. He is owned 
by Dick Griegorian.

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The Big Years 


This is the fifth in a series of articles on 
James R. Keene, his racing stable, and 
Castleton Farm. 


Marcus Daly, the American copper king, 
maintained Thoroughbred studs in Mon- 
tana and England. Upon his death in 1901 
the horses at his Apperfield Stud in Eng- 
land were brought to the U. S. and auction- 
ed on October 1, 1901, at the Fasig-Tipton 
paddocks at Sheepshead Bay. Included 
in the group was *Optime, a mare by 
Orme, in foal to Melton. James R. Keene 
bought her for $6,600, and at Castleton 
Farm on February 7, 1902. *Optime 
dropped Sysonby. 

Foxhall Keene, who had bought Domino 
for his father, played a prominent role in 
Sysonby’s career. His first contribution 
was the colt’s name. For many years 
Foxhall had gone to Melton Mowbray in 
Leiscestershire for hunting, and there he 
maintained Sysonby Lodge. When an 
English-bred colt by Melton was foaled, 
the name came easy. 

Sysonby’s potential at first was un- 
recognized. Maj. Foxhall Daingerfield, 
Castleton manager, wrote his owner in 
1903 that Sysonby was the slowest horse 
which had been foaled at the farm and 
Keene promptly placed the colt with a 
group of yearlings to be sold. Foxhall’s 
memoirs state that he persuaded his father

to change his mind, and Sysonby remained 
to race under the Keene silks. 

Early in his 2-year-old season Sysonby 
was included in a group of Castleton horses 
scheduled for shipment to England. Short- 
ly before the shipment was to leave, Keene 
visited his stables to inspect the prospec- 
tive exports. Trainer James Rowe led 
out all by Sysonby. Keene inquired about 
the colt. “He’s too sick to go,” Rowe 
replied. Sysonby, heavily bandaged and 
blanketed, was led out for inspection, and 
Keene quickly agreed with his trainer. 
According to Foxhall Keene, Rowe later 
admitted that the colt was in perfect condi- 
tion, and that the reason for the bandages 
was that Rowe wanted to be certain of 
having him in the American stable. 

At 2 Sysonby started 6 times. His first 
4 races—a maiden event. the Brighton 
Junior Stakes, the Flash Stakes. and the 
Saratoga Special—resulted in easy victor- 
ies, and he was favored for the Futurity. 
The colt did not have his blazing speed 
that day, however, and he finished third 
to Artful and Tradition. As with Man 0’ 
War’s defeat in the 1919 Sanford Stakes, 
the owner and admirers were unable to 
comprehend that a champion might have 
a bad day. Foxhall Keene’s account of 
the race and the events which followed: 

“As the Futurity field swept up the 
stretch to the finish, both my father and I 
could see that Sysonby was not running 


Sysonby was one of the many top horses raced by James R. Keene from 1900 to 
1910, and Turf writers have ranked him among the greatest horses in American 
Turf history. By Melton—*Optime, he won 14 of 15 starts at 2 and 3, died before 
starting at 4. His only defeat was by Artful in the 1904 Futurity Stakes. 
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right. Something was wrong. He lagged, 
and the speedy Artful won. 

“Jimmy Rowe saw the horse put up, 
and then retired to his place at Lakewood. 
When father heard of this he was in a 
towering rage. His great beard bristled 
and his eyes blazed. 

“<*T will not have Rowe in my employ,’ 
he stormed. ‘I will not have a man who 
would leave Sysonby at a time like that. 

“Softly I pleaded Rowe’s case, ‘Jimmy 
did not leave until he had seen the horse 
properly cared for,’ I argued. ‘He could 
do nothing by staying there and looking 
at him. He probably felt too badly to be 
able to remain at the stable.’ 

“Such indeed was the case. Mr. Keene 
finally saw reason, and the storm died 
away distant mumblings. Rowe. 
happily for us, remained our trainer. 

“Two days after the Futurity. Rowe 
caught Sysonby’s Negro groom, a boy who 
was supposed to love the horse. sporting a 
roll of bills as big as your arm. and Father 
succeeded in making the Negro confess 
that he had given the colt a dose of 
bromidian before the race.” 

A few weeks later Sysonby closed his 
2-ycar-old campaign with an easy victory 
in the Junior Champion Stakes at Grave- 
send. 

Sysonby began his 3-year-old season by 
dead-heating with the 5-year-old Race 
King in the Metropoltian Handicap, the 
younger horse conceding 10 pounds to the 
older one. In 8 other starts that year 
Sysonby won with authority. His victories 
included the Tidal Stakes. Commonwealth 
Handicap (in which he easily beat Tradi- 
tion) Lawrence’ Realization. Lroquois 
Stakes, Brighton Derby, Great Republic 
Stakes, Century Stakes. and Annual 
Champion Stakes. 


“The Greatest” 


Most impressive of these victories was 
the 1144-mile Great Republic at Saratoga, 
in which Sysonby faced the good colt 
Oiseau for the first time. The starters 
also included Broomstick, which the Keene 
colt had defeated earlier in the Common- 
wealth Handicap. 

When the barrier was sprung in the 
Great Republic. Sysonby was turned side- 
wise. Observers’ estimates of the ground 
he lost varied from 75 to 125 yards. Once 
under way, however, Sysonby quickly 
showed who was boss. He caught the 
others on the backstretch and was eased 
through the last furlong. winning by 3 
lengths. 

Early in his 4-year-old season Sysonby 
became ill. Cause of his trouble was 
attributed both to a blood infection and to 
a diseased liver. He failed to respond to 
veterinary and medical treatment, and oi 
June 17, 1906, died in a stall at Sheepshead 
Bay. Four-thousand persons were reported 
to have attended his burial in front of the 
Keene stables the next day.

gave his approval to a proposal of Pro- 
fessor Chubb, of the American Museum of 
Natural History, to exhume Sysonby and 
to articulate the horse’s skeleton. This was 
done in 1907, and the skeleton has re- 
mained on display there ever since. 

The late Lucien Lyne, who rode in 
America and Europe, maintained that 
Sysonby was the greatest horse he had 
seen. Neil Newman, a leading American 
Turf writer for many years. wrote in 1947, 
“In the past 47 years I have seen number- 
less Thoroughbreds, but only 3 colts that 
I thought were particularly outstanding. 
They were Sysonby, Colin, and Man o° 
War, taking them in chronological order.” 

The late W. S. Vosburgh, writing in 
Racing in America, described Sysonby: 

“He had a large head, heavy forehead: 
his profile slightly dished (concave) ; nose 
rather Roman; very deep jowls, and wide 
between the jaw-plates. His neck was 
massive, perhaps short, but very muscular: 
his shoulders heavy but well laid. He 
was not a showy horse; indeed, he might 
be called plain, but there was an appear- 
ance of power about him—his massive 
body, his great head, and sturdy limbs. In 
action his exhibition of power was striking. 
He galloped with an enormous stride, with 
which no horse could contend. Indeed, the 
power of his heart and lungs must have 
been enormous, as the post-mortem after- 
ward proved, while his muscles must have 
been unusual to sustain his pace. 

“One peculiarity of Sysonby was in walk- 
ing. The average race horse rarely does 
more than slightly overstep the print of 
his forefoot. Sysonby cleared it, showing 
the wonderful leverage of his hind leg, 
which in galloping must have given him 
enormous propulsion. It is impossible to 
compare horses of different periods, but

among those with which he raced Sysonby 
appeared a superhorse, and in view of 
what he should have been to the perpetua- 
tion of the Thoroughbred, we can well 
say with Macbeth: ‘He should have died 


hereafter.’ ” 
By Ben Brush 


While Sysonby was bowling over all 
opponents, the first 2 top horses by Ben 
Brush came to the races. By Bramble— 
Roseville, by Reform. Ben Brush won the 
Kentucky and Latonia Derbys and the 
Suburban and Citizens’ Handicaps for 
Mike Dwyer, who had purchased him as a 
2-year-old for $25,000. Keene bought him 
at the end of his 4-year-old season as a 
stallion replacement for Domino. 


In his first 2 crops Ben Brush got 
nothing of distinction but in his third were 
Broomstick and Delhi, the best colts of the 
1901 crop. Both were out of Castleton 
mares, but only Delhi raced for Keene. 


In 1900 Keene weeded out his brood- 
mares, and one of these selected was *Elf, 
which had produced nothing of merit since 
her purchase in England in 1891. Major 
Daingerfield advised keeping the mare 
for one more year, because he believed 
her to be in foal to Ben Brush. Keene 
sent 2 veterinarians from New York to 
examine her, and the veterinarians pro- 
nounced her barren. She was sold to Col. 
Milton Young, and the next spring she 
produced Broomstick. 

Delhi, out of Veva, by *Mortemer, 
developed slowly at 2, but concluded his 
campaign with a victory in the rich Hope- 
ful Stakes. In 1904 he won 6 of 10 
starts, and he gave top performances at 
distances from one mile to 1% miles, 
winning the Withers, Belmont, and Great 


Republic Stakes and the Saratoga Derby. 
As a 4-year-old he carried top weight of 
124 pounds in the Brooklyn Handicap, 
leading all the way to beat Colonial Girl 
(111), Lord of the Vale (118), Leonidas 
(104), Broomstick (119), Proper (108), 
and 5 others. 

With Delhi in the handicap division and 
Sysonby in the 3-year-old division, Keene 
in 1905 savored some of his greatest racing 
successes. But he had bad luck at Castle- 
ton. Commando, Domino’s greatest son. 
died of an inflammation of the foot after 
only 3 full seasons at stud. The extent 
of the loss was not recognized for 2 or 
3 years. 


Commando’s Boys 


Commando’s first crop of 8 foals raced 
in 1905, and it did not include any horses 
of high quality, but in his second crop of 
11 there were 2—Peter Pan and Superman 
—which indicated that the coarse son of 
Domino would become one of America’s 
most influential sires. 


At 2 Peter Pan won the Flash, Surf, and 
Hopeful Stakes. then was unplaced in 
Electioneer’s: Futurity. Pope Joan, a 
Keene-bred filly almost saved the day. but 
was beaten a short head. Superman raced 
4 times without showing the quality he 
was to display at 3. 

Another member of the same Castleton 
crop was Ballot. best son of *Voter to come 
to the track. As a 2-year-old he won the 
first half of the Double Event, the Neptune, 
and Matron Stakes. He also went unplaced 
in the Futurity. 


The smallest—and best—crop of Com- 
mando (excluding his final crop of one 
foal) raced in 1907 and included 7 foals. 
Five won stakes, and four attained distine- 
tion in the stud—Colin, Celt. Peter Quince, 
and Transvaal. 

Best of this fine group was Colin, out of 
*Pastorella, by Springfield. Keene had 
bought *Pastorella at the dispersal of 
Marcus Daly’s Bitter Root Stud in 1901, 
when he got Sysonby’s dam from Daly’s 
Apperfield Stud. 

Colin was unbeaten in 15 starts at 2 
and 3. As a 2-year-old he accounted for 
the National Stallion, Eclipse, Great Trial. 
Brighton Junior, Grand Union Hotel, 
Futurity, and Flatbush Stakes and_ the 
Saratoga Special. As Sysonby had done 
before him. Colin won most of his races 
with great ease. His only close call at 2 
was in the Eclipse Stakes, in which he beat 
Beaucoup by a head. That he won the 
Eclipse at all was a tribute to his class, 
since he came out of the race with badly 
bucked shins. 

Although Colin needed little assistance. 
the other Keene 2-year-olds added to the 
stable’s earnings. Celt won the Junior 
Champion Stakes and finished second to 
Colin in the Flatbush Stakes. Transvaal 
won the Maiden and Manhanset Stakes. 
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winner . . . without limitations. 


A horse without limitations? *Royal Vale beat the 
sprinters in 1:10 4/5, he beat the American record 
for 114 miles on the turf, he set a new track record 
for 114 miles, and beat Cold Command and One Count 


at 1 3/16 miles. In the one-mile Metropolitan and the 114-mile Suburban Handicaps, he 
ran Tom Fool to two of the greatest finishes in American turf history. On good tracks, mud- 
dy tracks, fast tracks and on the turf and under weights up to 130 lbs., *Royal Vale was a

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Peter Quince finished second in his only 
start. 

The 3-year-old division also was domin- 
ated by Keene horses. Peter Pan won the 
Belmont, Standard, and Advance Stakes, 
the Brooklyn Derby. and the Brighton 
Handicap. In the Brighton he defeated a 
crack field of older horses, including 
Nealon, winner of the Suburban the same 
year. 

Rowe seldom hesitated running top 3- 
year-olds against older horses, and he had 
good success. Shortly before Peter Pan’s 
victory in the Brighton, Superman had won 
the Brooklyn Handicap against older 
horses. 

Peter Pan and Superman were retired 
early in their 3-year-old season, but Ballot, 
unraced during the first 6 months of the 
year. came along to take up the slack. 
During the late summer and fall the son 
of *Voter won the Iroquois, Great 
Republic, Century, First Special, and 
Edgemere Stakes and the Invincible and 
Election Day Handicaps. Turf writers were 
divided as to whether Peter Pan or Ballot 
was the best 3-year-old of his crop. 

The Keene stable in 1907 banked $397.- 
392. a new American record which stood 
until 1923. when Harry Sinclair’s Ran- 
cocas Stable earned $438,849 with more 
racing opportunities and higher purses. 


Colin and Celt 


In 1908 the outlook for American racing 
began to pale: New York Gov. Charles E. 
Hughes was out to stop race track betting. 
Purses began to drop in the latter half of 
1908. and the decline continued to the 
end of New York racing in 1910. 

Keene led the list of owner again in 
1908 for the fourth straight year. Ballot 
was by far the best handicap horse of the 
year. winning all of his 5  starts—the 
Standard. Quality, Advance, and Century 
Stakes and the Suburban Handicap. In 


Best of Commando’s sons was Colin, unbeaten in 15 starts in 1907 and 1908. His 


only ciose calls were in the Eclipse Stakes at 2, in which he bucked his shins, and 
the Belmont Stakes at 3, in which his jockey eased him before the finish. 


the Suburban he set a new track record 
of 2:03 for 11%4 miles. carrying 127 
pounds; in the Advance Stakes he set a 
new American record of 2:0935 for 15 
miles; and in the Century he set a new 
track record of 2:30°4 for 114 miles. 

Colin started only 3 times at 3 before 
injuries forced his retirement, but his 
performances were enough to justify the 
superlatives which had been used after his 
2-year-old season. In his first start he 


scored a handy, 2-length victory over Fair 
Play. King James, and others in the 
Withers Stakes. His next start was to be. 
the 114-mile Belmont Stakes, but he pulled 
up lame after a workout and it was 
questionable whether he would be on hand 


Best older horse in America in 1908 was Ballot, by Ben Brush, bred and owned 
by Keene. Ballot won all of his starts that year, including the Standard, 


Quality, Advance, and Century Stakes and the Suburban Handicap. 


In this 


picture he is winning the Suburban from King James. Carrying top weight 
of 127 pounds, the 4-year-old Ballot set a new track record of 2:03 for 114 miles. 
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for the race. When the track came up 
heavy the headlines reported: “Colin Will 
Not Run.” Keene and Rowe believed 
Colin good enough to win even when lame. 

Taking the lead at the start, Colin had 
a clear lead about 100 yards from the 
finish, then was eased and barely lasted 
to beat Fair Play by a head. According 
to the chart notes in Goodwin’s Turf Guide, 
“Finishing post being beyond the usual 
one at judges’ stand, jockey Nutter nearly 
lost the race by mistaking the finishing 
line and pulling up.” Nutter denied that 
he had been confused; he said Colin was 
slowing because his leg was hurting him. 

Most observers expected the Belmont to 
be Colin’s last start, but 3 weeks later 
he was back for the 114-mile Tidal Stakes. 
He led all the way, winning easily by 2 
lengths from Dorante. Colin then was 
sent to England. but his leg kept him 
from racing there. 

Celt started only twice at 3, and his 
races stamped him as second only to his 
stablemate Colin. He easily won the 
Jockey Club Stakes and the Brooklyn 
Handicap, beating older horses in each 
race. In the Brooklyn he defeated the 
4-year-old Montgomery and the 3-year-olds 
Fair Play and King James, giving 7 
pounds to Fair Play and 8 to King James. 

Keene also owned the best 2-year-old 
of 1908—the filly Maskette, a large 
daughter of Disguise, one of 3 sons of 
Domino to stand at stud. Maskette, best 
filly ever bred by Keene, won 5 of 6 starts 
at 2, including the Spinaway, Great Filly, 
Matron, and Futurity Stakes. Her only 
defeat was in the Flatbush Stakes in which 
she was second to Sir Martin, conceding 
the colt 2 pounds actual weight. She beat

The Bleak Years 


Among the 2-year-old colts, the Keene 
stable had to be satisfied with second best. 
Helmet, also by Disguise, was a cut below 
Sir Martin, but he was a high-class colt. 
He won the Hopeful, the colt division of 
the Matron, and the Champagne Stakes. 
finished second in the Double Event and 
third in the Great Trial and Futurity 
Stakes. 

The years 1909-1910 were bleak ones 
on the American racing scene, and it was 
a time of dispersals rather than improve- 
ment of existing studs. James R. Keene 
followed the national trend, and the racing 
stable declined in number each season. 
Some horses were sent to England. others 
were sold. The ones left still were good 
enough to put the stable among the leaders. 

The Keene stars of 1908 were not 
prominent the following year. with the 
exception of Maskette. Colin and Ballot 
were in England; Celt was retired to stud; 
and Helmet failed to show the class he 
had displayed the previous year. Maskette 
continued her domination in her division, 
winning the Alabama, Gazelle, and Mer- 
maid Stakes, and she was a handy winner 
under 12] pounds over the top older 
fillies and mares in the Ladies Handicap. 

Among the 2-year-olds of 1909 Keene 
had another champion—Sweep, a Ben 
Brush colt out of the Domino mare Pink 
Domino. A small colt, he carried top 
weight in almost all of his starts, winning 
the Futurity and National Stallion Stakes 
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and 3 overnight races. He finished second 
in the Hopeful Stakes, giving the winner 8 
pounds. He was second in the Saratoga 
Special and third in the Great Trial 
Stakes, in which he conceded 8 pounds 
each to Dalmation and Lovetie, first and 
second. 


In 1910 Maskette was retired, and 
Ballot was returned from England, where 
he had won the 1909 Select Stakes at 
Newmarket. W. S. Vosburgh honored the 
son of *Voter with 129 pounds in the 
Suburban Handicap and 133 pounds in 
the Saratoga Handicap. Both burdens 
proved slightly too much for the Keene 
horse, which finished third in the Suburban 
and second in the Saratoga. Olambala 
won both races, receiving 5 and 14 
pounds from Ballot. In his only other 
stakes race that year Ballot won the 
Advance Stakes from King James under 
128 pounds. 


Sweep continued to be the best of his 
crop in 1910. losing only one of 6 starts. 
His victories included the Belmont (by 6 
lengths) and Carlton Stakes and the 
Lawrence Realization. His only defeat 
was his third in the Brooklyn Derby. 

Sweep’s nephew. Novelty, was the best 
2-year-old in the Keene barn in 1910—and 
also the best in the country. He was by 
Kingston out of Curiosity, a daughter of 
Pink Domino. After a slow beginning. he 
developed into a top performer at Saratoga, 
and he finished the year with 11 wins in 
16 starts. His stakes triumphs included 
the United States Hotel, Hopeful, and 
Futurity Stakes, the Saratoga Special. and 
the Rensselaer Handicap. 


Keene always had raced his stable in 
New York, and when New York racing 
was stopped the stable disappeared from 
the American Turf. Those horses in train- 
ing which Keene felt would be an asset to 
the stud were returned to Castleton in the 
fall of 1910, and the others were sold. 


The sixth article in this series will 
discuss some of the operating procedures 
at Castleton Farm during the stable’s most 
successful years, and will recount the 
dispersal of the Keene stud.

Cotumsia, S.C. Trainers seeking quiet 
and serenity when they go into winter 
quarters don’t come to Columbia. 

Of course. this town still retains a great 
deal of the calm, easy-going life, but it 
has grown into a medium-speed city of 
100.000. and when this happened some- 
thing had to give. 


The weather-beaten Columbia Training 
Stables at the ancient state fairgrounds on 
the southern edge of the city haven't 
changed much over the past few years. 
But where 10 or 15 years ago they enjoyed 
comparative 


isolation, they are now 


city this season. Columbia’s lure, other 
than the delightful winter training weather 
that it shares with Aiken and Camden, is 
the city itself. It is easier to keep the help 
happy and on the job than in the smaller 
towns. There is adequate housing, trans- 
portation facilities, etc. 

The 200-odd stalls this year are filled 
with 8 stables, headed by the public string 
of cagey old Max Hirsch, trainer of 3 of 
the 4 Kentucky Derby winners (Middle- 
ground, Assault. Bold Venture. and Caval- 
cade) which have come out of here. 

This too was the prep school of Dis- 
covery. Dawn Play. Better Self. Stymie, 
Errard King. and High Gun. The fine

surrounded by business establishments and 
the University of South Carolina’s football 
stadium. which uses the track infield as a 
parking lot in the early fall before the 
horses come in. 

The training stables first were operated 
by the former jockey Clarence Buxton, one 
of the sport’s more vocal little men. Control 
of the local Thoroughbred operation was 
assumed by Mrs. Tad Legere and Dr. 
Porter Caughman 6 years ago, and they 
have improved the character of the estab- 
lishment. Columbia never has tried to 
match Aiken and Camden in quaintness, 
gentility, and attractiveness, yet there are 
signs that improvements in the physical 
plant will be made. 

Columbia, alone of South Carolina’s 3 
major training centers is operating at capa- 
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mare Columbiana, for which a stakes race 
is named, was named by a Columbia news- 
paperman after this city. 

The sixth annual running of the Palmetto 
Trials was to be held on Saturday, March 
16. This program, through the efforts of 
Mrs. Legere and the Columbia Junior 
League (which receives all profits for 
its speech-and-hearing clinic), be- 
come more and more attractive each year. 

This series of reports has concentrated 
on Aiken, Camden and Columbia, the 
state’s major training centers. But there 
is a fairly recent and rapidly improving 
training track at Holly Hill, managed by 
Adrian Gauthier and owned by Lucien 
Laurin. Over 100 horses trained there 
this winter, including the stakes-winning 
fillies Capelet, Prophets Bell and Sorceress.

TRAINING IN SOUTH CAROLINA 


Trainer Eddie O’Brien has wintered for 
years at Eutawville. Cary Boshamer has 
his training and breeding farm at Clover. 
There is a concentration of Thoroughbred 
activity around St. Matthews, where the 
breeding farm and training track of the M. 
and I. Prickett stable is located. There are 
Peter Buyck’s Providence Plantation Farm 
and O. H. Weinges and Sons’ farm that 
produced the useful colt Gunrod. Calhoun 
County, of which St. Matthews is the 
county seat. has become quite a center of 
Thoroughbred activity.

Barry bought his Nearco colt and the 2

MAX HIRSCH 


The veteran is beginning his 64th year 
in racing. An ex-jockey who received his 
trainer’s license at 20, Hirsch has been 
saddling winners since a horse named 
Gautama scored for him at New Orleans 
in 1902. One of the greatest trainers and 
keenest judges of the century, Hirsch has

won virtually every major stakes, except 
some of the newer ones. He calls Assault, 
the “Triple Crown” winner of 1946, his 
greatest horse. but he also holds in fond 
memory such runners as Sarazen, Bold 
Venture, Middleground, and the recently 
retired High Gun.

Hirsch singles out *Spartan Boy and 
Winnertakeall as the most likely candi- 
dates in his big 2-year-old class. Both are 
beautifully developed chestnuts. He says 
the whole group looks like a more useful 
lot than he has had in several years. There 
are a number of good-looking 3-year-olds 
in the barn, headed by At Hand, Barzizi. 
Iron Hand, Olive Tree. Nip and Tuck, and 
Navigator. The unraced Nip and Tuck, a 
brother to Assault, was injured on the 
ranch before being put into training but 
has shown improvement this winter. 
Navigator, a beautiful chestnut, broke a 
foot bone last summer and has _ been 
handled carefully. Barzizi is a big, strong 
colt; Hirsch says he may be a good one. 
At Hand and Olive Tree both ran into 
bad luck in 1956—but have overcome 
their ailments. Hirsch says that At Hand 
has the potential to become a ‘classic’ 
horse. At Hand, incidentally, was fired 
early in the winter. Dotted Line, one 
of the best fillies of the 1956 season, is 
training well. 


EDWARD I. KELLY 


A 35-year-old Baltimorean. Kelly is 
starting his sixth season as trainer for 
Harry Z. Isaacs’ Brookfield Farm. He 
started in racing at Pimlico at the age 
of 16 and got his trainer’s license in 
1945 after a time in the army. He had a 
public stable before catching on with 
Brookfield. He trained Intent after the 
horse had won a piece of glory under 
Buddy Hirsch in California. His other top 
horses include Is Proud. Isasmoothie, and 
his current star, Impromptu. This year 
he has 22 horses in training. including a 
dozen 2-year-olds — all easily identified by 
the characteristic initial.

Kelly, one of the pleasantest natural- 
born worriers in the business, doesn’t say 
much about his 2-year-olds. All of his 
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3-year-olds are maidens. Only Isawhiz has 
run and he was no whiz when he did. The 
older horses are coming along nicely. 
Itobe was at his peak last summer when 
he ran a nail through his foot. He came 
back. however. to win twice before the 
season closed. Kelly classes him as a 
“nice, useful little colt who never trains 
good, but runs good in the afternoon.” 
Infatuation, a stakes winner at 2, took 
3 allowance races last year. She is 2 
nervous little filly. Impromptu, a stakes 
winner in all 3 of his seasons, holds the 
track record for 7 furlongs at Arlington 
Park. A sprinter in the past. he now 
seems ready to stretch out a bit. ‘“He’s 
changing his style of running,” reports 
Kelly. Brookfield will ship to Laurel the 
last of March. 


BILL STEPHENS 


This 34-year-old native of Lexington 
has been on his own as a trainer since 
1948, but before that he was assistant 
trainer to his brother, Woody Stephens. 
After five years with Woolford Farms, 
Bill for the past 3 years has been build- 
ing up the young stable of Frank C. and 
Adele Rand. Stephens has 25 horses here, 
including 11 2-year-olds. Some of the 
more promising of the Rand group:

“The 2-year-olds, as a group, seem to 
be a different type of horse than I had 
last year.” said Stephens. “Most of them 
are large dudes that will require a bit of 
time to condition and develop.” Tom F. 
Jr. and Amaullah. both $40,000 yearling 
purchases, apparently hold the most 
promise, although Tom F. Jr.’s schooling 
has been slowed by a small fracture. The 
stable contains 3 “Triple Crown” eligibles 
—Clem, Double X. and French Foil. Clem 
was the most successful of the 3 last year. 
but Stephens thinks this temperamental 
colt. though “decent”, may not be a top- 
class horse. He likes the chances of Dou- 
ble X better, but muscular unsoundness 
slowed him in 1956 and it was necessary 
te geld him in November. French Foil, a 
big. husky colt. won 3 of 6 races last 
summer but was not the soundest horse 
around. He has been going well but ques- 
tion marks remain. The ankles of *St. 
Amour II were blistered after a hard 
1956 campaign that saw him win one 
stakes and place in others. A nice kind 
of horse, he will be ready to run April 1. 
*Prince Morvi, the stable’s leading 
money-winner in 1956, is in beautiful 
shape, with a healthy sheen to his coat. 
He likes the grass and the plan is to run 
him in most of the East’s major turf 
stakes this summer. 


FRANK WHITELEY 


This Maryland native. a trainer since 
the end of World War II, is spending his 
first winter in Columbia, having brought 
in 9 horses from Larry McPhail’s Harford 
Stable. The string is small, but MacPhail 
has set 1958 as the target year for the 
enlargement of his racing stable. Whiteley 
doesn’t have the papers on all of his 
horses but here are those that he knows:

The American-bred War Togs 
raced and won in England last year and 
arrived here on February 11 in company 
with a 2-year-old gray filly named Jean 
K M. War Togs, in training when he 
embarked, suffered from the trip. He is 
considered a sprinter. Yank, an unsound 
maiden, was hurt on the farm. He is not 
showing improvement, and may never 
make the races. “The only horse that we 
know can run,” says Whiteley, “is Prince- 
ton.” This colt, bred by Mrs. John W. 
Hanes, won 3 of 6 starts in 1956. His ankles 
have been fired. but he seems to be all 
right now. RONE

Cotumsia, S. C. The racing stable of 
Frank C. and Adele Rand is beginning its 
sixth year. It is still not a major establish- 
ment, one that can keep pace with such as 
Calumet Farm and King Ranch, but it is 
heading in that direction. The Rands 
have entrusted the job to a patient young 
man, himself on the rise, William Ward 
(Bill) Stephens. 

The Rand stable and Bill Stephens make 
a happy combination. The Rands have 
ambitious plans in racing and adequate 
financial resources—Mr. Rand is associ- 
ated with the vast International Shoe 
Corporation, of St. Louis, although he and 
his wife live at their cattle ranch near 
Santa Fe, N. M.—and Stephens is one of 
the bright young trainers. 


Bill Stephens is a modest man in his 
own behalf, but he is quite voluble about 
the Rands’ plans and ambitions. “The 
Rands are determined to build a major 
racing stable, and they are gradually 
succeeding. I believe that they will 
eventually have a great stable. At the 
sales we are always seeking a ‘classic’ 
horse by a top sire. And we are improving 
each year.” 

Better balance is the aim of the Rand 
stable. While the stable has bought all 
of its horses to date, a breeding operation 
is projected. In fact it has already started 
on a modest scale. 

Two Rand mares are now at Claiborne 
Farm at Paris, Ky., for breeding. They 
are Navy Doll (War Admiral—Miss Brief) 
and School Marm_ (Attention—Miss 
Kimo). Stephens trained both, but un- 
soundness held them back. 

“If we ever have a horse that deserves 
to become a stallion and makes a good 
reputation. we will certainly make him 
one.” Stephens said. 

Probably the first of the Rands’ horses 
to stand at stud will be the 7-year-old 
Australian *Prince Morvi, the stable’s 
leading money-winner of 1956 with earn- 
ings of $76,950. 

The emphasis has been on colts, but 
with their breeding plans in mind the 
Rands will increase their purchases of 
fillies. “I prefer to train colts, but I 
have had some luck with fillies.” Stephens 
said. “The stable is stronger now than 
it has ever been. We have more horses 
and a better breed of horses. And we are 
getting that balance we want.” (A list of 
horses Stephens is training for the Rands 
is on page 785.) 

This is Stephens’ third season of winter 
training here. Both he and Rand like the 
idea of a winter break for the stable. 
“We think that a horse deserves a rest 
after 8 months of racing.” said the slim. 
145-pound trainer.

Furthermore, Stephens likes the idea of 
the trainer unwinding with his horses. “I 
feel like a ton weight has been taken off 
my back when I come to Columbia each 
fall.” 

A Kentuckian of calm demeanor, Bill 


likes the easy-going, pleasant things of 
life, but a certain quickness of speech 
betrays a drive that has brought him a 
long way in his 20 years in racing. 
Stephens was born on a tobacco farm 
at Midway. Ky., the second boy in a

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family of 7 children. Bill was born on 
November 2. 1922, 9 years after his only 
brother Woodrow (Woody), now the 
trainer for Harry Guggenheim’s Cain Hoy 
Stable. Their father and mother still live 
in Kentucky. 


In 1937, when Woody was assistant to 
trainer Sherrill Ward. Bill, only 14, left 
the ninth grade at Henry Clay High School 
in Lexington to help Ward break year- 
lings. 


Two years later Bill tagged along when 
Woody took the first horses he ever had 
as a full-fledged trainer to Lincoln Fields 
near Chicago. The “string” consisted of 
2 “$1,000 platers.” and times were hard 
for the young trainer and his kid brother. 
They spent the entire summer in Chicago. 
living in the barn with the horses. 


Later that year Woody became assistant 
to trainer Steve Judge, of Woodvale Farm. 
The 2 Stephens boys were with Judge 
until 1941. Bill’s job was rubbing horses. 


Late in 1941 the Stephenses went with 
Herbert M. Woolf's Woolford Farm, 
Woody as trainer and Bill as groom. The 
Army beckoned and Bill departed for 40 
months of service as a sergeant in the 
artillery. Bill traveled Europe, returned 
from the grand tour on December 25, 1945. 


Woody then was trainer for Jules Fink, 
and Bill was hired as assistant trainer. 


They left Fink for Woodvale Farm, owned 
by the late Royce G. Martin. 


“Mr. Martin was a man of great sayings 
and real philosophy,” said Bill. “He 
taught me a lot. Among other things he 
taught me that you’re only as good as your 
organization. One morning he caught 
me breaking ice in paddock water troughs. 
He suggested strongly that I had men that 
could do it just as well, and then came 
a talk on the subject of organization. As 
a result, I now consider my men very 
important and, when I know I can trust 
them, I give them considerable leeway.” 

In 1949, less than 9 years after he had 
left Woolford Farm as a groom, he 
returned as head trainer. 


Stephens stayed with Woolford Farm for 
5 years, and he had some decent horses, 
including the excellent sprinter Delegate. 
which was 7 years old when Bill took him 
over. In 1954 Stephens landed the Rand 
job. 


Weights and Distance 


Bill Stephens is a quiet, unassuming 
guy. but he has opinions of his own. 

‘On distance racing: “I agree with many 
other trainers that a mile and a quarter 
is enough for races in this country.” 

On handicapping: “In my opinion, if a 
horse keeps whipping you at 130, you’ve 
got to do something to even things up. 
and there’s only one thing to do. I haven’t 


had that type of horse, but I don’t agree 
that there should be a top limit on weights. 
If a horse is good enough to carry the 
higher weights, he can make a greater 
name for himself by doing so. The great 
ones have done it.” 

, On filly-and-mare races: “The tracks 
are right when they give bigger purses 
to encourage distaff racing. It will 
eventually result in a benefit to the breed- 
er.” 

On grass racing: “I like races over the 
turf. Maybe it’s because I’ve got a lotta 
horses that like to run on the grass.” 

Stephens and Max Hirsch have become 
good friends. Hirsch said. “Bill has every- 
thing it takes to make a top trainer. He’s 
a hard worker and a good horseman. He'll 
go places if he gets the right kind of 
horses.” 

Bill insists he is a long way from the 
finished product. “I learn something new 
about this business every day. Mr. Hirsch 
has helped me, of course, and others too, 
but I guess if I have to say who has 
helped me the most it would be Woody 
and Steve Judge.” 

Stephens and his wife Mary own a home 
on Long Island. They have an 8-year-old 
daughter, Cheryl Ann. He likes to race in 
New York, but he hustles wherever it 
seems he can win some races, 

“We'll let the horses tell us what to do.”

Voluntary Inoculation 


Marshall Cassidy, executive secretary of 
The Jockey Club, last November distribut- 
ed a report compiled by Dr. M. A. Gilman, 
the organization’s veterinarian, who recom- 
mended that race horses be vaccinated 
against equine encephalomyelitis (sleeping 
sickness) before they were campaigned 
this summer. The board of directors of 
the Thoroughbred Racing Associations 
took the matter under study, last week 
approved a report of its committee on 
sleeping sickness. The report: 


It is concluded that the only basic solu- 
tion as agreed upon by all national bodies 
and by veterinarians is annual inoculation 
of Thoroughbreds and regular fogging of 
stables areas. 

It is concluded that since mandatory 
vaccination is not feasible at the present 
time, a program of propaganda to sell 
voluntary inoculation be established. 


It is noted that Dr. Raymond Randall, 
an authority on sleeping sickness in horses, 
in discussing sleeping sickness, stated that 
there is no cenvincing evidence that the 
disease is transmitted by contact between 
horses. 


It is, therefore, recommended that a 
publicity campaign be initiated through 
the TRA publicity department to all 
Thoroughbred media stressing the 
need (without alarm) for voluntary in- 
oculation. 

On the local level. and yet on a national 
scale, it is recommended that racing secre- 
taries of all TRA tracks send a special 
notice recommending that horses be in- 
oculated prior to shipment. Such a notice 
may be sent with the stall-allotment notice. 
This notice should be perfectly clear that 
it is only a recommendation, and not an 
order. 

It is recommended that TRA track man- 
agements meet with the local HBPA presi- 
dent and committee and urge them to 
recommend voluntary inoculation. 

It is recommended that TRA track 
managements confer with their state rac- 
ing commissions urging them not to place 
embargoes upon horses from other areas. 

It is recommended that TRA track man- 
agements urge association and commission 
veterinarians to urge voluntary vaccina- 
tion. 

It is recommended that in the event an 
epidemic of this disease occurs anywhere 
in the United States that the TRA com- 
mittee meet with the racing bodies con- 
cerned to work out an amicable. orderly 
program of action in order to avoid 
discrimination against any region of the 
country. Such action would also help to 
prevent the development of panic among 
the horsemen. 
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BOOKS 


Psychologically 


Horse Psycuotoey, by Moyra Williams. 
191 pages, illus. with drawings. The 
Countryman Precs, Woodstock, Vt. $4.75. 


The psychology of the horse is a relative- 
ly unexplored subject, despite its constant 
importance to horsemen and despite the 
fact the observations bearing on the matter 
have been set down for something like 
3.500 years. One reason for the compara- 
tive deficiency of knowledge in this field 
is the fact that the horse is a frightfully 
expensive subject for controlled laboratory 
study. Another is that the behavior of 
horses varies through almost as wide a 
spectrum as that of human beings. that is, 
from the sublime to the pediculous. Still 
another is that the behavior of a horse 
is largely a matter of human psychology. 
since it can never be separated from that 
of his master. 

Moyra Williams is a clinical psychologist 
in England, with a lifetime interest in 
horses, and with a farm where she can 
combine vocation and avocation. Her sub- 
jects, though identified by Latin numbers. 
are a diverse lot. Unus is a Thoroughbred 
gelding. Secunda a hunter mare, Tertia a 
hack, show jumper, and hunter, etc., and 
their behavior under different conditions 
reveals a wide range of personality. Among 
the problems considered are perception, 
problem solving. learning, temperament. 
and vices. Horsemen will find their own 
impressions echoed in some instances. and 
of course will disagree strongly in others. 

The chapter having to do with vision is 
one of the most interesting, since the 
reactions of horses to visual stimuli are 
important considerations in all sorts of 
training. The author is of the opinion 
that the horse, like other mammals, except 
for men, apes, and monkeys, is unable to 
distinguish between colors “except in a 
primitive and rudimentary way.” She 
notes, however. that “one recent experi- 
menter, Dr. Grzimek, has just published 
some work in which he claims to have 
been able to train horses to distinguish 
between colours.” (The experiment was 
much like that recently reported from the 
University of New Hampshire.) Grzimek’s 
conclusion was that color perception in 
horses was possible, “even if not very 
often utilized.” The question is more 
important for show jumping than for the 
race track. The author concludes that 
horses may shy from jumps of unfamiliar 
shape or because of unexpected differences 
in brightness, but not because of differ- 
ences in color. 

“Horses are nearly always frightened at 
first by anything either very white or very 
black. ... A familiar object painted white 
will be only half familiar and will hence 
become something ghost-like and uncanny. 


. . . Hence, if a horse shies at a white 
object it is most important that he should 
be allowed io have a good look at it—if 
possible a good sniff too—in order to 
assure himself that it is harmless.” 

The author reasons, from experiments 
with other animals, that adaptation to 
darkness is a slower process for horses 
than for man. “Horses which are difficult 
to load into strange boxes can often be 
persuaded to enter if they are allowed to 
stand for a few minutes on the ramp with 
their heads under cover. When their eyes 
have adapted to the change of brightness 
they will often prick their ears, put their 
noses down, and walk up voluntarily to 
examine the scene which has suddenly 
appeared in front of them.” 

As to whethet horses. when their eves 
have become fully adapted, have better 
night vision than men the writer is doubt- 
ful. On this question it is likely that 
horsemen would be more positive. Maurice 
Hontang, in his Psychologie du Cheval 
(Paris. 1954). declares that at night the 
horse’s vision is much better than man’s, 
(In the course of his discussion he cites an 
Arab fable concerning a contest between a 
lion and a horse to determine which had 
the better vision. In pitch darkness the 
lion was able to see a white pearl in milk, 
but the horse won the contest—he found a 
black pearl in a pile of coal.) 

Near the end of the book the author 
reveals a suspicion that the reputed 
relationship between color and tempera- 


ment is not entirely unfounded. “Black 
horses have the reputation for being 
touchy and tending to rear. Chestnuts, 


like red-headed people are said to be hot- 
tempered and apt to pull. Greys are 
traditionally docile, tame, and dependable, 
while bays have the reputation of being 
self-willed and mulish. ... The only horses 
I have ever known to rear badly were 
dark browns and blacks. . . . The majority 
of ‘pullers’ IT have known were chestnut. 
. . . It seems quite possible that differ- 
ences in the distribution and development 
of sense-organs may accompany different 
coat-colours in horses too and so account 
for some of ihe temperamental differences. 
. . . However, the differences . . . have 
not been proved. .. .” This last statement 
is correct. 

Concerning the intelligence of the horse 
there is no pat conclusion. except the more 
or less indisputable one that some are 
more intelligent than others. On_ this 
subject there is an occasional flurry of 
rather loose talk, usually inspired by some 
horseman’s remark that horses are stupid. 
A horse is considered stupid, for instance, 
because he runs back into a fire from 
which he has been released; but this is 
hardly a function of intelligence. Because 
of his slow adaptation to darkness he 
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from the fire 
terror, and sometimes he returns to his 


death. 


runs into a still greater 


The horse has a very small field of 
binocular vision, and this may account for 
some of his apparent stupidities. especially 
when he is not allowed to hold his head 
in a position to take advantage of it. The 
Scientific American of February. 1957. in 
reporting the ability of elephants to mem- 
orize at least 20 pairs of test stimuli 
(paired cards with crosses and circles, 
broad and narrow bands, wavy and straight 
lines, etc.), noted that an ass and a 
zebra failed to match the elephant’s per- 
formance. “But the horse, surprisingly 
enough, learned all the 20 pairs that the 
elephant had mastered. This seems to 
indicate that the horse possesses a very 
efficient visual learning capacity.” This 
efficiency, however, must be dependent 
upon freedom to hold the head in such a 
position as to take advantage of binocular 
vision. 

On the other hand, the horse’s eyes are 
set on the side of the head in such a 
fashion that it can see toward the rear, 
and they are especially acute in appre- 
hending a movement. A well known “mind- 
reading” horse at Richmond. Va.. was 
pronounced “telepathic” by Dr. J. B. 
Rhine, Duke University’s high priest of 
extra-sensory perception. John Scarne. 
who makes a business of exposing fakes 
and hoaxes, liad a more acceptable ex- 


planation in his book, The Amazing World 
of John Scarne: 

“Mrs. Fonda when cueing Lady stood 
about two and a half feet behind and at 
approximately a 60-degree angle to Lady’s 
head. Mrs. Fonda cued Lady by shaking 
a small whip she carried in her right 
hand. The shaking of the whip the first 
time was the cue for Lady to bend her 
head within a couple of inches of the 
lettered blocks. Mrs. Fonda’s shake of 
the whip a second time was the cue for 
Lady to continuously move her head in a 
bent position back and forth over the 
blocks. When Lady’s head was above 
the desired block. Mrs. Fonda cued Lady 
to drop her head onto the desired block 
by again shaking the whip.” 

Lady Wonder (post-Rhine publicity got 
her a new name) was not as resourceful 
as the oracle at Delphi, but she knew how 
to get out of a tight spot. For a Chicago 
police captain who asked her how to solve 
a bank robbery she spelled out w-o-r-k. 

Horses appear to be stupid in the same 
fashion as the checker-playing dog whose 
owner assigned him a low I. Q. because 
“T beat him 3 out of the last 4 games.”

The excellent English stallion register 
formerly compiled by F. M. Prior has been 
kept in the general format in which it has 
been familiar for many years. The 1956 
volume of this invaluable reference series 
includes 5-cross tabulated pedigrees of 
179 stallions (a few of them standing in 
France) and shorter identification of 599 
other stallions. Notations under the 
tabulated pedigrees are concerned princi- 
pally with racing records and best off- 
spring; there is only an occasional refer- 
ence to family history. 

A similar book of French stallions 
ceased publication more than 25 years ago. 
and since then reference to pedigrees of 
French horses has been more difficult, 
except for persons with rather full libraries 
at hand. A new register, patterned after 
the British model, recently was published 
under the auspices of the U. N. I. C. It 
includes tabulated pedigrees of 165. stal- 
lions and a list of 82 others expected to 
make the 1957 season in France. 

As in the British publication. there are 
supplementary lists in which the stallions 
are arranged according to their sires and 
their fees. They also are grouped geogra- 
phically, by male lines, and by families. 
Both the British and French registers 
give the average winning distance for the
